Accord¬ 
ing^, a deficit of 34 short tons, raw value, 
is hereby determined In the allotment for 
Centra] San Francisco and prorated to 
the allottees able to utilize additional al¬ 
lotment Central Roig Refining Co. has 
notified the Department that it would not 
be able to utilize an allotment larger than 
h present allotment. 

Hading* heretofore made and the or¬ 
der Issued by the Secretary in the course 
of this proceeding (32 F.R. 40> provide 
that thi- order shall be revised without 
further notice or hearing by the Ad¬ 
ministrator, Agricultural Stabilization 
ind Coi 1 ervation Service for the pur¬ 
ple indicated above and such findings 
forth the procedure for the revision 
of ailo'rr.ents.

Under this 
marketing program, the percentages 
designated for a particular fiscal year, 
and any modifications thereof, apply to 
all merchantable filberts handled from 
the beginning of the fiscal year; (2) the 
current fiscal year began August 1.

such merchantable filberts handled after 
that date; (3) this action must be taken 
promptly to achieve its purpose of re¬ 
leasing supplies for consumption and 
providing the basis for pricing filberts 
during the remainder of the fiscal year:

Order Suspending Certain Provisions 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937. as amended (7 U.S.C. 601 et se q.>, 
and of the order regulating the handling 
of milk in t he Ne w Orleans, La., market¬ 
ing area (7 CFR Part 1094>. It is hereby 
found and determined that:

(a) The following provisions of the 
order no longer tend to effectuate the de¬ 
clared policy of the Act for the months of 
December 1967 and January 1968: 

(1) In 5 1094.51(a). In the language 
preceding subparagraph il>, the words 
“and plus or minus a supply-demand ad¬ 
justment calculated for each month 
pursuant to subparagraphs 1 1) through 
<6) of tills paragraph:"; and 

(2) Section 1094.51(a) (6). 

<b> Thirty days notice of the effective 
date hereof are Impractical, unnecessary, 
and contrary to the public interest in 
that: 

(1) This suspension order does not 
require of persons affected substantial or 
extensive preparation prior to the effec¬ 
tive date. 

(2) Tills suspension order is necessary 
to reflect current marketing conditions 
and to maintain orderly marketing con¬ 
ditions in the marketing area. 

<3> This suspension has been re¬ 
quested by a cooperative association rep¬ 
resenting the majority of producers on 
the New Orleans market. The cooperative 
association contends that the present 
supply-demand adjustor does not prop¬ 
erly reflect market conditions and has 
proposed a revised supply-demand ad¬ 
justor for consideration at a public hear¬ 
ing. Tills provision was previously sus¬ 
pended for the months of October and 
November 1967 <32 F.R. 13855). 

<4 1 The amounts of price adjustment 
made by the supply-demand adjustor in 
1967 prior to Its suspension varied from 
minus 18 cents to minus 45 cents. Unless 
the supply-demand adjustment is sus¬ 
pended it is likely to unduly depress 
returns to producers. 

Since additional time will be needed 
to hold a hearing and complete the pro¬ 
cedure to revise the supply-demand 
adjustor, suspension of the present 
supply-demand provision should be con¬ 
tinued for the months of December 1967 
and January 1968. 

Therefore, good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing this order effective for the months 
of December 1967 and January 1968. 

It is therefore ordered. That the afore¬ 
said provisions of the order are hereby 
suspended for the months of December 
1967 and January 1968.

<b) Thirty days notice of the effective 
date hereof are impractical, unnecessary, 
and contrary to the public interest in 
that: 

(1) This suspension does not require 
of persons affected substantial or exten¬ 
sive preparation prior to the effective 
date.

reliably reflects market conditions. Un¬ 
less the provision Is suspended the 
supply-demand adjustor could unduly 
depress returns to producers. 

Since additional time will be needed 
to hold a hearing and complete the nec¬ 
essary procedures to revise the supply- 
demand adjustor, suspension of the pro¬ 
vision should be continued for the months 
of December 1967 and January 1968. 

Therefore, good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing this order effective December 1, 1967 
through January 1968.

FEDERAL MOTOR VEHICLE SAFETY 
STANDARDS 

Incomplete Motor Vehicles 

The National Highway Safety Bureau 
Is considering amending Part 255, Initial 
Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standards, 
by adding a definition of Incomplete 
motor vehicles and specifying labeling 
requirements for these vehicles. 

We are informed that many trucks and 
buses and some multipurpose velilclcs 
are produced In substantially two stages 
and often by two separate manufactur¬ 
ers. The first stage Is the manufacture of 
a chassis or like assemblage capable of 
being driven, drawn, or self-propelled 
but intended by its manufacturer for 


subsequent conversion or completion be¬ 
fore ultimate use on the public streets, 
roads, and highways. Such a chassis or 
like assemblage is defined In the pro¬ 
posed regulation as an ‘‘incomplete ve¬ 
hicle” and Is considered a motor vehicle 
within the meaning of section 102(3) of 
the National Traffic and Motor Vehicle 
Safety Act of 1966 (“the Act”). Gen¬ 
erally, the second stage of production 
consists of subsequent conversion of Die 
incomplete vehicle into its Anal form, 
often by another manufacturer. There¬ 
fore, both the manufacturer of the in¬ 
complete vehicle and the manufacturer 
who produces the vehicle in its final form 
for use on public streets, roads, or high¬ 
ways are manufacturers of motor vehi¬ 
cles within the meaning of the Act and 
subject to the obligations imposed by 
the Act upon manufacturers of motor 
vehicles. Thus, the manufacturer of the 
incomplete motor vehicle Is responsible 
for that vehicle's conformance with 
standards applicable to the incomplete 
motor vehicle: and the manufacturer of 
the completed vehicle Is responsible 
for all standards applicable to the com¬ 
pleted vehicle in effect at the time the 
vehicle is assembled and completed from 
the incomplete motor vehicle. 

The proposed regulation is based on 
the premise that an “incomplete vehi¬ 
cle,** as defined. Is a separable type of 
vehicle. Because the Incomplete vehicle 
is not In its final form for use on the 
public highways, and is intended for sub¬ 
sequent completion it will not be able 
to meet safety standards which describe 
performance requirements for aspects of 
the vehicle that have not yet been com¬ 
pleted. The purpose of the proposed reg¬ 
ulation is to require the incomplete vehi¬ 
cle to meet all existing standards Insofar 
as those standards describe performance 
requirements against which the incom¬ 
plete vehicle can be evaluated. When 


completed in final form the vehicle b 
required to meet all standards then in 
effect. 

A basic problem that has confronted 
manufacturers of incomplete vehicles 
and manufacturers of the vehicle In final 
form for use on the highways is uncer¬ 
tainty regarding the standards applicable 
to each stage of vehicle production and 
the dates from which the applicability 
of standards are to be determined Thus, 
we are advised that numbers of incom¬ 
plete vehicles manufactured prior to 
January 1. 1968. Le. during a period when 
no Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Stand¬ 
ards were operative, will not be ©omi»!et«i 
until subsequent to January’ 1. 1968, vhen 
Federal Motor Vehicle Safety Standards 
will be operative. However, the character 
of the incomplete vehicle Is a substan¬ 
tial factor Influencing the kind and char¬ 
acter of components used in the final 
manufacture of the vehicle. Under these 
circumstances it docs not appear appro¬ 
priate to require that vehicles assembled 
from Incomplete vehicles manufactured 
prior to the effective date of the Initial 
safety standards shall meet all standards 
in effect on the date of completion. On 
the other hand, where the incomplete 
vehicle is manufactured subsequent to 
January 1. 1968. when the initial stand¬ 
ards will be operative, it appears to be 
reasonable, practicable, and appropriate 
to require that the completed vehicle 
meet all standards then In effect. 

Consequently, the proposed rule pro¬ 
vides that vehicles assembled from in¬ 
complete vehicles must meet all stand¬ 
ards In effect on the date of completion; 
except that a completed vehicle utilizing 
an incomplete vehicle manufactured 
prior to January X. 1968. which is com¬ 
pleted on or before June 30. 1968. will not 
be subject to the standards. This 6-month 
period Is deemed a sufficient jjeriod 
within which to allow’ orderly completion 
of Incomplete vehicles manufactured 
prior to 1968. 

In order to provide a means of Identi¬ 
fying the incomplete vehicle. Its date of 
production and the Federal Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Safety Standards applicable to the 
stage of completion of the Incomplete 
motor vehicle, the proposed regulation 
provides that the manufacturer of tfc? 
incomplete motor vehicle manufactured 
subsequent to January X. 1968, shall affix 
a label to the incomplete motor vehicle 
which would supply this Information 

Interested persons are Invited to par¬ 
ticipate in the making of the amendment 
by submitting such written data, views, 
or arguments as they may desire Com¬ 
ments must Identify the docket number 
and the notice number and be submitted 
in ten <10> copies to the National High¬ 
way Safety Bureau.

ination by interested persons both before 
and after the closing date for comments. 

In consideration of the foregoing, it is 
proposed to amend Part 255. Initial Fed¬ 
eral Motor Vehicle Safety Standards, ef¬ 
fective January 1. 1968. os follows: 

l Add the following definition to sec¬ 
tion 255.3(b): ••Incomplete vehicle’* * * * 
means a chassis-cab. or like assemblage 
capable of being driven, drawn, or self- 
propelled. or readily convertible to such 
capability by the addition of wheels, or 
other items of running gear, that is in¬ 
tended by its manufacturer for comple¬ 
tion w a multipurpose passenger ve¬ 
hicle. truck, or bns, and lacks one or 
more major components or items of 
equipment necessary for use in the form 
for which the completed vehicle is In¬ 
tended to be used on the public streets, 
roads, and highways. 

2. Revise $ 255.7(a) to read as follows: 

(A> General. Except as provided in

Explanatory statement. When the 
Board in 1964 reissued Part 295 of its 
Economic Regulations entitled Transat¬ 
lantic Supplemental Air Transportation, 
it for the first time authorized the car¬ 
riage of split charters and provided in 
the definition of ‘charter flight’* (§ 295.2 
(b)) that one-half of the capacity of an 
aircraft could be engaged by one charter 
group in transatlantic charters. 1 Sub¬ 
sequently, the Board reissued Part 208. 
the terms and conditions for supplemen¬ 
tal air carriers to operate in geographic 
areas other than the transatlantic 
markets, and provided therein for the 
carriage of up to three groups on one 
aircraft,-with each group consisting of 
40 or more passengers. 3 

On March 14. 1967. Trans Interna¬ 
tional Airlines, Inc. (TIA), a supple¬ 
mental air carrier, filed a petition for 
rule making (Docket 18268) asking that 
the Board amend Part 295, the part 
governing transatlantic supplemental air 
transportation, so as to conform the 
definition of split charter therein to the 
definition in Part 208 which, as noted 
above, governs supplemental air trans¬ 
portation in all geographic areas other 
than the transatlantic. TIA asserts, inter 
alia, that the transatlantic market is one 
of the most lucrative markets In the 
world; and that there is no reason to 
deny the transatlantic chartering public 
the benefits of split charter operations 
envisioned by Part 208. 

On October 18. 1967. Saturn Airways, 
Inc., filed a petition for rule making also 
requesting modification of the definition 
of “charter flight” In i 295.2(b) (Docket 
19134). It urges the Board to leave un¬ 
changed the number of groups permitted 
on one aircraft but to liberalize the rule 
by providing only that each group con¬ 
sist of 60 or more passengers. In this 
way. it is claimed, the Board would pro¬ 
vide needed flexibility in the size of each

group In transatlantic charter transpor¬ 
tation and update the regulation appli¬ 
cable thereto In a market which is now 
served by supplemental air carriers al¬ 
most exclusively with large capacity Jet 
equipment. The carrier also contends, 
Inter alia, that at least two supplemental 
carriers plan to use 250-passenger 
stretched DC-8 aircraft across the North 
Atlantic next summer; and that the

We believe that these petitions for rule 
making may have merit and that they 
warrant consideration in a rule-making 
proceeding. 4 The rule w'c are proposing 
would amend the definition of split char¬ 
ter in Part 295 <} 295.2(b) <2 )) by delet¬ 
ing the existing rigid requirement that 
each group be comprised of one-half of 
the capacity of an aircraft and substitut¬ 
ing therefor the more flexible require¬ 
ment of Part 208, namely, authorization 
of up to three groups on one aircraft with 
each group containing 40 or more 
passengers.

The Departments of Commerce and 
the Interior are considering the basis 
upon which duty-free quotas for watches 
and watch movements should be allo¬ 
cated among producers in the Virgin 
Islands and Guam for calendar year 
1968.

Any firm failing to enter duty-free into 
the customs territory of the United 
States on or prior to April 1.1968, a num¬ 
ber of watch units assembled by it In 
tho particular territory equal to, or 
greater than. 30 percent of the number of 
units initially allocated to such firm for 
duty-free entry from that territory will 
be given an opportunity to show cause 
why the duty-free quota which it would 
be entitled to receive under the above 
formula for calendar year 1968 should 
not be cancelled or reduced by the De¬ 
partments.

REPORTS OF NEAR MIDAIR

Statement of Policy 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
Is establishing a 1-year study of the 
causes of near midair collisions. Success 
of the study depends on a full report of 
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each near midair collision during the 
year. To encourage persons involved in 
near midair collisions to make such re¬ 
ports. the Administrator will take no en¬ 
forcement or other adverse action, reme¬ 
dial or disciplinary, against any person 
Involved in a near midair collision that 
is reported to the FAA during the period 
of this program. This action is taken un¬ 
der his statutory mandate to promote 
safety in flight. Furthermore, the Admin¬ 
istrator will, upon written request of the 
person making the report, withhold that 
report, and the identity of those persons 
involved, from public disclosure in ac¬ 
cordance with section 1104 of the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958. 

By obtaining full, frank, and complete 
cooperation from persons Involved In 
near midair collisions, the FAA should be 
in a position to obtain the necessary in¬ 
formation for use in evaluation and de¬ 
velopment of air traffic control proced¬ 
ures. separation criteria, and pertinent 
Federal Aviation Regulations. Therefore, 
it is the policy of the Federal Aviation 
Administration that if any pilot of an 
aircraft. Air Traffic Controller, or other 
person involved, in a near midair colli¬ 
sion reports the facts, conditions, and 
circumstances thereof to the FAA— 
(a) The Administrator will not subject 
any person involved in the near midair 
collision to enforcement or other adverse 
action, remedial or disciplinary, even 
though a violation of the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Regulations is disclosed by the report 
or subsequent investigation; and 
(b> Upon written request of the per¬ 
son submitting the report, the Adminis¬ 
trator will, to the extent authorized by 
section 1104 of the Federal Aviation Act 
of 1958. withhold the identity of the per¬ 
sons involved in the near midair colli¬ 
sion and the Information contained in 
that report from public disclosure. 

This policy applies to near midair col¬ 
lisions which occur from January 1, 1908, 
to December 31,1968, inclusive.

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
at Its office in Washington, D.C. on the 
29th day of November 1967. 

By tariff revisions filed November 1 
and marked to become effective Decem¬ 
ber 1. 1967. Northwest Airlines, Inc. and 
West Coast Airlines. Inc., propose to can¬ 
cel Joint Jet first-class and coach fares 
now r in effect variously between New 
York, Philadelphia, Washington. Pitts¬ 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit, and Milwau¬ 
kee, on the one hand, and Pasco. Walla 
Walla, and Yakima, on the other. The 
cancellation would result in the appli¬ 
cable fares being the combination of 
Northw’eat's local fares between the 
eastern cities and Spokane, plus West 
Coast's local fares between Spokane and 
the beyond points In Washington. The 
proposal would Increase fares ranging 
from 15 to 25 percent, and Involve In¬ 
creases as much as $27. 

The carriers have filed no substantive 
support for their proposed cancellation 
of the Joint fares or why the sum of the 
local fares should be permitted to be¬ 
come live effective fares in these markets. 
In view of the significant fare increases 
which would be effected by this proposal, 
and the issue inherent herein as to the 
need in the public interest of maintain¬ 
ing Joint fares in these markets, the 
Board finds that the tariff proposal and 
the resulting fares may be unjust and 
unreasonable, unjustly discriminatory, 
unduly preferential, unduly prejudicial, 
and in derogation of the carrier's duty to 
establish, observe, and enforce just and 
reasonable Joint fares. 1 

The Board finds that its action herein 
is necessary and appropriate in order 
to carry out the provisions and objectives 
of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958, and 
particularly sections 102. 204(a), 403. 
404. and 1002 thereof.

When we included the issue of a new seg¬ 
ment 8 for 8outhem between Hunts¬ 
ville and the Mississippi Test Facility 
and beyond <a> to New Orleans and <b) 
to Orlando, we did so pursuant to the 
proposal of Southern wtflch included a 
restriction against single-plane service 
between Orlando and New* Orleans. Also 
placed in issue at that time (Order 
E-25652) was whether the Kennedy 
Space Center should be served as a sepa¬ 
rate intermediate point or as Orlando/ 
Kennedy Space Center (to be served 
through TI-CO Airport). Thus, if it is 
found that Kennedy Space Center 
should be served Jointly with Orlando, 
single-plane service could not be oper¬ 
ated to or from New’ Orleans.

The existing pretrial restriction to the 
consolidation of Eastern's application in 
Docket 18758 proscribes nonstop serv¬ 
ice between the Kennedy Space Center 
and points on Eastern's route 10 not 
served by Southern. Petitioners request 
that this condition be modified to apply 
to route 10 points not served by South¬ 
ern at the present time. Such a modi¬ 
fication would preclude consideration of 
nonstop service between Kennedy Space 


Center, on one hai^d. and Orlando. Talla¬ 
hassee, Miami, and Port Lauderdale, on 
the other, which services arc in issue in 
this proceeding. Accordingly, the pre¬ 
trial condition wili be modified to pro¬ 
hibit nonstop services between Kennedy 
Space Center and points on Eastern's 
route 10 points north or west of Talla¬ 
hassee which are not served by 
Southern. 

Southeast's request that the Board 
sever all issues of service to Florida points 
must be denied. The fact that the Board 
consolidated issues of service outside the 
area presently served by Southern docs 
not establish that Southern has been 
selected to provide such service The pur¬ 
pose of the proceeding is to permit the 
introduction of all evidence, pro and con, 
bearing on the issue which will enable 
the Board to reach a proper conclusion. 
We shall consolidate Southeast's applica¬ 
tion in Docket 19130 proposing service 
betweeen Miami, Fort Lauderdale. Ken¬ 
nedy Space Center, and Orlando. 

The contention of the Titusville-Cocoa 
Airport Authority that the Board con¬ 
sider all or none of the issues of service 
to the Kennedy Space Center In this pro¬ 
ceeding must be denied. The instant case 
is the proper forum for consideration of 
the needs of service in the area served 
or proposed to be served by Southern. 
The fact that service to and from points 
beyond the area cannot be placed in issue 
is insufficient to deny consideration of 
proposals for service within the scope of 
the proceeding. 

Eastern requests that the Board ap¬ 
pend a pretrial condition to the effect 
that any service provided by Southern to 
Florida points as a result of this proceed¬ 
ing shall be without benefit of subsidy 
support. The proposed restriction at this 
time is unnecessary. From Order E-25230 
it is clear that such services would be 
ineligible for subsidy. Eastern also re¬ 
quests that additional pairs of points be 
Included in the one-stop restriction ap¬ 
plicable to the services of Southern in 
issue. Consistent with our statement In 
Order E-25230 that we do not intend to 
consider liberalized operating authority 
In those markets where Southern now

The request of the city of Gainesville 
for consolidation of its application in 
Docket 19116 involving service to that 
city will be denied. There is no showing 
that such service would result in financial 
improvement for Southern and it clearly 
would enlarge the scope of the pro¬ 
ceeding. 

Delta’s application in Docket 19096. 
Insofar as it proposes service between 
Charlotte. Columbia, and Charleston, 
between Atlanta and Nashville, and be¬ 
tween Miami/Fort Lauderdale. Orlando. 
Kennedy Space Center. Tallahassee, At¬ 
lanta. Birmingham, Huntsville, and 
Memphis, subject to a restriction against 
single-plane service between Atlanta and 
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Huntsville and a one-stop restriction be¬ 
tween Atlanta and Memphis, Involves 
service within the existing scope of the 
proceeding. Other proposals in its ap¬ 
plication to Uie extent not already denied 
involve services beyond those proposed 
by Southern or in issue herein. 

Northwest’s proposal in Docket 19119 
for a route between Atlanta, Kennedy 
Space Center, Orlando, and Mlami'Forl 
Lauderdale involves service within the 
scope of the proceeding and the applica¬ 
tion will be consolidated, subject to a 
one-stop restriction on flights between 
Atlanta and Miami. Fort Lauderdale.

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Amerada Petroleum Corp. (Amerada) 
requests that its proposed rate Increase 
be permitted to become effective as of 
October 27. 1967. Gulf Oil Corp. (Opera¬ 
tor) et al. (Gulf). request an effective 
date of December 1. 1967. for their pro¬ 
posed rate Increase. Good cause has not 
been shown for wiving the 30-day notice 
requirement provided in section 4(d) of 
the Natural Gas Act to permit earlier 
effective dates for Amerada and Gulf’s 
rate filings and such requests are denied. 

The California Co., a division of Chev¬ 
ron Oil Co. (Operator) (California) has 
submitted a superseding contract dated 
June 8. 1967.* and two letter agreements 
dated June 8. 1967.^ which are the basis 
for the rate proposed in the related rate 
change filing. We believe that it would 
be in the public interest to accept for fil¬ 
ing California's superseding rate sched¬ 
ule and two amendatory agreements to 
become effective on December 8.1967. the 
proposed effective date, but not the pro¬ 
posed rate contained therein which U 
suspended as hereinafter ordered. 

California's aforementioned supersed¬ 
ing contract, as amended by the letter 
agreements, in addition to providing for 
the increased price of 18.5 cents per Mcf. 
provides for other contractual changes, 
dedicates additional acreage and extends 
the present dedication from the Taylor 
Sand to the top of the Smackover For¬ 
mation. However, no additional reserves 
are dedicated at the present time and 
California has not filed a certificate ap¬ 
plication, as yet. for the additional acre¬ 
age dedication. The notice of change in 
rate only pertains to the gas previously 
dedicated as covered by the present cer¬ 
tificate authorization. Since the proposed 
rate exceeds the area Increased rate ceil¬ 
ing of 14 cents per Mcf for North Louisi¬ 
ana as announced in the Commission's 
statement of general policy No. 61-1. as 
amended, it should be suspended for 5 
months from December 8. 1967. the pro¬ 
posed effective date. However. California

The proposed changed rates and 
charges may be unjust, unreasonable, 
unduly discriminatory, or preferential, or 
otherwise unlawful.

1967, 
designated as California's FPC Gas Rate 
Schedule No. 42. and amendatory agree-

ments dated June 8, 1967, designated as 
Supplement Nos. 1 and 2 to California’s 
FPC Gas Rate Schedule No. 42, and for 
permitting such rate schedule and sup¬ 
plements to become effective on Decem¬ 
ber 8. 1967, the proposed effective date. 

(2) It Is necessary and proper in the 
public interest and to aid in the enforce¬ 
ment of the provisions of the Natural 
Gas Act that the Commission enter upon 
hearings concerning the lawfulness of 
the proposed changes, and that the 
above-designated supplements be sus¬ 
pended and the use thereof deferred as 
hereinafter ordered (except for the sup¬ 
plements set forth in paragraph (l> 
above). 

The Commission orders: 

(A) California's superseding contract,
